A  Christian  Perspective 


'I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  "He  is  my  refuge 
and  my  fortress,  my  God,  in  whom  I 
trust.  "'Psalm  91  (v. 2) 

During  the  festive  season  we  tend  to 
forget  that  for  some  it  is  a  time  of 
darkness  and  pain. 

Dr  Selwyn  Hughes  in  his  daily  Bible 
devotional,  Every  Day  with  Jesus,  writes: 

"The  psychiatrist  and  author  Dr  Leonard 
Zunin  said,  'Loneliness  is  mankind's 
biggest  problem  and  is  the  major  reason 
behind  the  many  and  varied  symptoms 
which  I  see  in  the  people  who  present 
themselves  before  me  day  after  day.'  So 
what  is  loneliness?  It  is  the  feeling  we 
get  when  we  are  bereft  of  meaningful 
human  companionship;  it  is  a  sense  of 
isolation,  of  inner  emptiness,  deprivation 
and  worthlessness. 


The  poet  Rupert  Brooke  records  how, 
when  he  first  set  sail  from  Liverpool  for 
New  York,  on  22  May  1913,  he  felt  terrib- 
ly lonely  because  no  one  had  come  to  see 
him  off.  Everyone  else  had  friends  waving 
them  goodbye  -  but  not  he.  Looking  down 
from  the  deck,  he  saw  a  scruffy  little  boy 
and  swift  as  thought  he  ran  down  the  gang- 
way and  said  to  him,  'Will  you  wave  to  me 
if  I  give  you  a  sixpence?'  'Why,  yes,'  said 
the  little  boy.  The  sixpence  changed  hands 
and  that  day  Rupert  Brooke  wrote  in  his 
diary,  T  got  my  sixpence  worth  in  an  en- 
thusiastic farewell  -  dear,  dear  boy.' 

Those  who  have  never  felt  the  pangs  of 
loneliness  will  find  it  hard  to  understand  a 
story  like  that.  But  to  others  it  will  carry  a 
world  of  meaning.  It  is  a  desolating  experi- 
ence to  be  lonely,  yet  the  divine  Presence 
can  so  reveal  itself  that  even  this  deep 
darkness  is  made  bearable."

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Starry  Splendour  over  Prince  Albert 


In  December  stargazing  can  reign  su- 
preme again  with  warm  nights  and 
holidays  in  abundance  and  with  our  fa- 
vourite and  well-known  constellations  in 
their  full  glory  overhead. 

The  most  eye-catching  open  cluster,  the 
Pleiades  (M  45)  or  "Seven  Sisters",  is  best 
seen  through  a  pair  of  binoculars  where 
13  to  20  "sisters"  can  be  counted,  while 
with  a  telescope  only  four  of  the  seven  are 
picked  out.  M  45  serves  as  a  test  for  the 
acuity  of  your  vision:  if  you  see  less  than 
six  stars  you  should  have  your  eyes  tested. 

At  an  age  of  about  60  million  years  this 
cluster  of  stars  in  Taurus  is  an  example  of 
a  star  kindergarten  with  bright,  bluish 
stars;  in  contrast  to  the  red,  old  "oupa" 
Aldebaran  close  by. 

Binocular  viewing,  by  the  way,  is  so  ideal 
for  astronomy  that  the  world's  largest 
binocular  telescope  (LBT)  on  Mount  Gra- 
ham in  Arizona,  which  is  3  270  metres 
high,  has  proved  to  be  quite  successful. 
Each  of  its  two  primary  mirrors  is  8.4  m 
across  and  as  a  system  it  produces  images 
with  a  clarity  often  times  that  of  the  Hub- 
ble Space  Telescope. 

A  binocular  view  of  the  Orion  Nebula 
(M42),  the  bright,  fuzzy  patch  above  the 
three  belt  stars,  is  also  rewarding.  But 
seen  in  the  eyepiece  of  a  telescope  this 
maternity  ward  of  star  formation  can  be 
absolutely  awe-inspiring. 

The  Moon  will  be  new  on  13  December 
and  Full  Moon  will  be  on  28  December. 
Summer  Solstice  is  on  21  December. 


Jupiter  will  be  at  opposition  to  the  Sun  on 
the  night  of  2  December  which  says  it  all: 
visible  all  night,  brightest  appearance  at 
magnitude  -  2,8,  closest  distance  from 
earth  -  in  short  the  best  observation  condi- 
tions for  the  whole  year.  And  the  giant 
planet  together  with  its  four  Galilean 
moons  will  be  occulted  by  the  moon  in  the 
early  morning  hours  (03h00)  of  the  night 
of  26  December. 

Now  is  the  time  to  view  the  Magellanic 
Clouds  over  the  Swartberg  and  to  use 
them  to  determine  south  as  the  famous 
seafarer,  after  whom  they  are  named,  did 
in  1519. 

On  2  January  2013  Earth  will  be  closest  to 
the  Sun  (perihelion:  147,098  million  kilo- 
metres). New  Moon  will  be  on  1 1  January 
and  Full  Moon,  on  27  January. 

Jupiter  will  still  be  an  all  night  object  in 
the  Golden  Gate  of  the  Ecliptic,  which  is 
the  name  for  the  region  between  the  open 
clusters  of  the  Hyades  and  the  Pleiades  in 
the  constellation  of  Taurus.

Toe  het  ons  eers  Kersfees  en  Nuwejaar 
gehou.  Op  10  Januarie  1998  was  ons 
weer  op  die  mark.  Die  Morlands  en  Dr 
Helen  Hall  het  bygekom. 

Na  15  jaar  is  ons  nog  steeds  elke  Sater- 
dag op  die  mark.  Intussen  is  die  planke 
oor  die  leivoor  vervang  met  'n  sement- 
brug.  Bome  is  aangeplant  en  permanente 
afdakke  is  opgerig.  Die  staanplekke  se 
prys  is  verhoog  van  R5  na  R20.  Elektrisi- 
teit  is  ook  al  beskikbaar.  Nou  kuier  ons 
elke  Saterdagoggend  heerlik  op  die  mark.

What  a  year  of  celebrations  2012 
turned  out  to  be.  When  Mari  du 
Toit  and  I  started  thinking  about  how  to 
celebrate  the  250th  year  since  the  De  Beer 
family  settled  here,  we  soon  became 
aware  of  many  other  special  celebrations 
which  would  occur  during  the  year. 

We  approached  people  and  organisations 
to  consider  what  they  might  do  to  cele- 
brate, and  the  year  suddenly  sprang  into 
focus.  John  and  Sonja  McKenna  didn't 
wait  for  the  year  itself;  the  2012  Calendar 
and  the  Dustbin  project  were  both 
launched  in  December  2011,  a  wonderful 
colourful  combination  to  spread  the  word 
about  what  was  to  follow. 


January  saw  a  Municipal  dinner  com- 
memorating the  110th  year  of  Prince  Al- 
bert's municipal  status.  The  first  mayor, 
Mr  Pieter  Kruypers  Neethling,  was  in- 
stalled on  12  February  1902.  During  the 
event  South  African  rugby  referee  Justin 
Jaftha  was  appointed  as  Prince  Albert 
Ambassador. 


In  February  the  Prince  Albert  Garden  Club 
celebrated  its  284  birthday  in  the  company 
of  botanist  and  horticulturalist,  Ernst  van 
Jaarsveld.  Later  in  the  year  they  created  a 
garden  outside  the  Anglican  Burial  Ground 
in  de  Beer  Street  and  gave  the  Fransie  Pi- 
enaar  Museum  garden  some  pampering. 
The  Kieliebeentjiesorkes  made  merry  for 
their  10*  birthday  with  a  Valentine's  Sok- 
kie  and  children  at  the  local  schools  were 
entertained  with  the  'Prince  Albert  Story' 
play  by  Patchwork  Theatre  and  added  their 
own  contribution  with  colouring-in  and 
writing  competitions. 

March  brought  two  intertwined  celebra- 
tions: Huis  Kweekvallei  celebrated  40 
years  of  service  and  the  local  branch  of  the 
ACVV,  which  established  the  home,  their 
100th  birthday.  Tea  parties  and  a  special 
luncheon  honoured  all  involved  over  the 
years.  Prince  Albert  also  received  a  birth- 
day gift  in  the  form  of  a  2012  post  office 
stamp  that  has  been  used  to  cancel  all  mail 
leaving  the  town  during  our  celebratory 
year.  There's  still  time  to  post  a  letter  in  the 


special  post  box  in  the  Tourism  Associa- 
tion office  before  the  year  ends. 

April  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  hold  a

toast  to  the  Friends  of  the  Museum  as 
they  celebrated  their  30th  anniversary.  It 
also  brought  the  annual  Olive  Festival 
and  Vi  Marathon  and  a  town  full  of  visi- 
tors who  had  no  sooner  waved  goodbye 
than  the  next  crowd  arrived  in  May  for 
the  Creative  Prince  Albert  Autumn 
School.  The  innovative  event  provided 
opportunities  to  develop  new  skills  and 
learn  more  about  all  things  creative  in  the 
Great  Karoo.  A  follow-up  is  definitely  on 
the  20 1 3  calendar.

It  was  an  evening  of  firsts  at  the  Jans 
Rautenbach  Schouwburg  on  Friday,  8 
November  2012.  Prince  Alberter  Jeanetta 
de  Lange  launched  her  first  collection  of 
children's  poetry,  Ouma  Skryf  'n  Storie, 
at  the  official  opening  of  Prince  Albert's 
inaugural  Leesfees.  The  weekend's  pro-

Corina  van  der  Spoel,  presenter  of  Radio 
Sonder  Grense's  Skrywers  en  Boeke,  dis- 
cussed Ouma  Skryf  'n  Storie  with 
Jeanetta  de  Lange,  who  writes  under  her 
maiden  name,  Hough,  and  the  book's 
illustrator,  local  artist  Christine  Thomas. 

Jeanetta  revealed  that  she  has  written 
poetry  for  both  children  and  adults  for 
many  years  but  had  never  thought  of 
sharing  them  with  others.  That  is,  until 
Christine  suggested  that  they  work  to- 
gether on  a  book.  Thanks  to  the  urging  of 
Derek,  Christine's  husband  who  did  the 
layout  of  the  book,  the  beautifully  illus- 
trated, quality  publication  was  printed  in 
time  for  the  Leesfees. 

Jeanetta  had  the  audience  eating  out  of 
her  hand  with  readings  and  the  stories 
behind  poems,  such  as  "Ouma  Skryf  'n 
Storie,"     "Skurwe    Padda "    and    "Tyd 


Vlieg."  While  Christine  delighted  the  audi- 
ence with  explanations  of  how  her  beauti- 
ful illustrations  came  about. 

From  the  audience,  Barbara  Gorniak  sug- 
gested that  Jeanetta  record  her  poetry  onto 
a  CD  to  be  sold  with  her  book.  "I  have 
often  listened  to  poets  reading  their  own 
work  and  been  disappointed,  but  Jeanetta 
was  masterful,"  she  said.  "Her  poetry  is 
perfect  for  children  before  they  are  old 
enough  to  read,  and  well-read  poetry  could 
hook  a  child  for  life!"  Louise  Smit  of 
Wielie  Walie  fame  supported  the  idea  and 
encouraged  Jeanetta  to  publish  in  both 
Afrikaans  and  English. 

Christine's  watercolours  illustrating 
Jeanetta' s  poems  were  displayed  in  the 
foyer  of  the  Schouwburg.  The  audience 
enjoyed  Fernskloof  Winery's  wines  on  a 
warm  Prince  Albert  evening,  marking  an 
auspicious  start  to  the  Leesfees.

Tim  Cohen  in  conversation  with 
Bokkie  Botha  at  the  Olive  Branch 
restaurant  was  the  very  first  Leesfees 
event  we  booked  for  .  .  .  and  not  the  day 
before  either. 

Which  was  just  as  well  because  it  was 
sold  out  within  days.  Possibly  due  to  the 
fact  that  Tim's  book  A  Piece  of  the  Pie 
covers  the  hot  topic  of  Nationalisation. 


But  more  likely  because  Tim  and  Bokkie 
are  both  popular  Prince  Alberters  and  to 
get  an  'audience'  with  them  both  together 
was  somewhat  of  a  coup. 

As  a  South  African  journalist  Tim's  career 
covers  the  political  upheaval  of  the  1980s 
to  the  present  day  ups-and-downs  of  the 
Zuma-led  government.  He's  reported  on 
the  reigns  of  Nelson  Mandela  and  Thabo 
Mbeki,  debated  Julius  Malema  and  is  a 
former  winner  of  the  Financial  Journalist 
of  the  Year  award. 

Bokkie,  himself  no  stranger  to  politics, 
was  the  perfect  interlocutor  to  ensure  a 
lively  and  enlightening  discussion. 

The  event  began  at  8.30am  with  a  deli- 
cious Olive  Branch  continental-style 
breakfast.  We  lip-smacked  our  way 
through  cream  cheese,  figs,  pancetta, 
croissants,  salami,  strawberries,  pastries 
and  more.  After  which  the  tables  went  out, 
more  chairs  came  in  and  the  much- 
anticipated  conversation  began. 


And  what  a  fascinating  time  it  was! 

First  off  Tim  gave  us  a  global  perspec- 
tive on  nationalisation  -  every  country 
goes  through  waves  of  being  'for'  and 
'against'  it  from  time  to  time  it  seems  - 
and  then  took  us  through  South  Africa's 
changing  views.  As  a  journalist  Tim 
felt  it  was  his  job  to  present  the  facts 
rather  than  to  take  sides.  But,  while 
against  nationalising  the  mines,  he 
seemed  to  think  that  there  was  a  case  for 
state-owned  health  care  and  oil  industry. 

You  could  have  heard  a  pin  drop  during 
the  discussion  and  the  40-strong  audi- 
ence was  riveted.  Peter  Bruce,  Editor  of 
Business  Day,  says  of  Tim,  "He 's  sort 
of  unstoppably  interesting  and  argu- 
mentative. He  can 't  help  himself.  He 's  a 
national  treasure.  "  ...  and  I  am  sure  that 
everyone  who  attended  the  event  would 
be  sure  to  agree.

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Thriller  writing  with  Andrew  Brown  and  Car  el  van  der  Merwe 

write  their  novels,  how  the  'story'  first 
presents  itself,  the  sorts  of  things  that  spark 
a  plot  and  more. 

Brown's  Solace  and  van  der  Merwe's 
Shadow  (Skaduwee  in  Afrikaans  -  van  der 
Merwe  writes  in  Afrikaans  and  English) 
are  two  very  different  books.  What  they 
have  in  common  are  protagonists  who 
wrestle  with  their  role  in  society  and  the 
consequences  of  the  choices  they  have 
made.  They  also  make  interesting  com- 
mentary on  present-day  South  Africa. 

Brown's  detective,  Eberard  Februarie  and 
van  der  Merwe's,  Paul  du  Toit,  an  expat 
living  in  London,  are  credible  and  recog- 
nisable characters.  Brown  revealed  that  he 
had  wanted  to  kill  off  Februarie,  who  has 
featured  in  earlier  novels,  but  had  been 
deterred  by  his  publisher,  who  warned  that 
readers  were  rather  more  loyal  to  a  recur- 
ring protagonist  than  an  author.  Brown  felt 
that  he  wanted  to  move  on  and  was  not 
sure  whether  he  would  resuscitate  Febru- 
arie in  a  future  book.  At  present  he  is  writ- 
ing a  novel  set  in  Sudan,  where  he  has 
spent  time  recently. 

The  Prince  Albert  Library  stocks  both  van 
der  Merwe's  and  Brown's  novels.  They 
both  offer  good  reading,  tight  plots,  and  are 
unputdownable.

His  well-considered  questions 
prompted  insightful  discussions  with 
both  authors  and  revealed  a  comprehen- 
sive knowledge  of  their  writing  and  their 
books. 

The  audience  was  enthralled  as  van  der 
Merwe  and  Brown,  although  both  writers 
of  the  same  genre,  discussed  very  differ- 
ent approaches  to  plot,  character  and  set- 
ting. They  talked  openly  about  how  they

The  inclusion  of  a  film  in  the  Lees- 
fees  was  inspired  and  the  choice  of 
Ross  Devenish's  1977  TV  production 
"The  Guest:  an  episode  in  the  life  of 
Eugene  Marais"  particularly  so,  since  it 
was  a  rare  opportunity  to  view  Athol 
Fugard  in  what  he  called  "an  important 
experience  and  possibly  the  most  de- 
manding and  challenging  role  I  have 
ever  attempted." 

Local  resident  Heini  Kotze's  introduc- 
tion to  the  film  was  intriguing  since  he 
chose  to  focus  on  extracts  from  texts 
describing  Eugene  Marais'  son,  com- 
menting that  the  son  was  so  like  his  fa- 
ther in  his  sensitivity  that,  in  listening, 
we  might  form  a  picture  of  Marais' 
character. 

The  audience  was  no  doubt  aware  of  the 
range  of  Marais'  intellectual  capacity, 
creative  genius  and  scientific  knowledge 


and  the  tragedy  of  drug  addiction  which 
suffused  his  life. 

Athol  Fugard' s  portrayal  of  Marais  in  the 
grip  of  his  morphine  addiction  was  both 
gripping  and  heart-breaking.  The  opening 
scenes  established  the  depth  of  this  de- 
pendence in  both  his  depression  and  the 
isolation  of  Steenkampskraal,  the  farm 
where  his  friend  Dr  Visser  (sensitively 
interpreted  by  Marius  Weyers)  felt  he 
might  recover  sobriety  in  the  care  of  Oom 
Doos  (Gordon  Vorster)  and  Tant  Corrie 
(Wilma  Stockenstrom)  and  their  family. 

Devenish  subtly  revealed  Marais'  exten- 
sive knowledge  of  ants,  snakes  and  ba- 
boons and  his  perceptive,  poignant  poetry, 
in  images  and  cleverly  intertwined  ex- 
tracts from  his  works. 

Marais'  raw  pain  and  his  belief  that  it  is 
necessary  for  humans  to  suffer  to  reach 


full  consciousness,  was  a  thread  which 
ran  through  the  film;  the  kindness  of  the 
family  on  Steenkampskraal  providing  a 
foil  for  the  poet's  agony. 

As  he  reduced  his  morphine  dosage  the 
compassionate,  intelligent  and  caring 
Marias  emerged,  skilfully  revealed  in 
his  creating  fairy  footprints  for  the 
lonely  little  farm  girl.  His  stalwart  rejec- 
tion of  Christianity  was  loudly  evident 
in  the  overlapping  of  Oom  Doos'  eve- 
ning Bible  reading  and  Marais'  solitary 
shouting  into  the  night. 

"The  Guest"  provided  a  deeply  moving 
portrayal  of  a  flawed  genius,  one  which 
we  were  privileged  to  view.

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Vegter  and  Deal  debate  tracking

The  scene  was  set:  trees  wrapped  in 
black  'armbands'  in  formation  along 
Kerkstraat  proclaiming  a  no-fracking 
stance.  Villagers  whispering  that  Vegter 
was  the  'anti-Christ'  and  promising  to 
boycott  the  debate.  Leesfees  press  releases 
distributed  widely  to  fill  the  Schouwburg. 

And  filled  it  was.  Some  to  cheer  on  Jona- 
than Deal,  founder  of  the  Treasure  the 
Karoo  Action  Group  and  determined  to 
prevent  shale  gas  mining.  Others  to  hear 
Ivo  Vegter,  author  of  Extreme  Environ- 
ment, and  whether  he  could  defend  his 
conclusions  that  the  benefits  of  tracking 
would  outweigh  potential  hazards  and  that 
environmentalists  exaggerate,  are  emo- 
tional and  (insert  your  choice  of  deroga- 
tory name  here*).  Councillor  Colin 
Bower  must  have  taken  more  than  a  few 
deep  breaths  as  he  leaned  into  the  micro- 
phone, immediately  assuming  tight  con- 
trol of  the  afternoon's  proceedings. 

The  Prince  Albert  Writers'  Guild  offered 
a  Motion  that  was  a  direct  contradiction 
of  Vegter's  belief,  i.e.,  that  the  benefits  of 
tracking  would  never  outweigh  its  costs. 
Though  a  dramatic  majority  of  hands  ini- 
tially shot  up  to  say  yes,  73%  of  those 
voting,  it  became  clear  through  the  ses- 
sion that  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer 
in  the  absolute.  Without  baseline  studies 
and  more  time  for  scientists,  economists 
and  sociologists  to  fully  understand  the 
risks  we  can't  adequately  substantiate  the 
costs.  Discussion,  too,  of  the  benefits  for 
South  Africa  has  been  based  on  optimistic 
extrapolation,  or  worse,  riddled  with  spin- 
doctoring.  In  the  end,  the  Motion  passed 
with  a  61%  majority,  reflecting  an  in- 
creased number  of  people  abstaining  and 
a  handful  rejecting  it  outright. 

Vegter's  main  contention  was  that  until 


there  is  an  indisputable  and  direct  correla- 
tion between  tracking  and  environmental  or 
health  hazards,  South  Africa  should  explore, 
see  what's  there  and  hope  the  expectations 
of  energy  independence,  job  creation  and 
revenue  for  the  fiscus  are  met.  In  his  book 
he  points  to  what  he  identifies  as  the  paucity 
of  scientifically  rigorous  proof  (though  he  is 
selective  in  what  he  highlights),  that  track- 
ing chemicals  are  harmful  and  that  leaking 
methane  is  necessarily  caused  by  tracking. 
He  is  also,  counter  to  97-98%  of  the  world's 
scientific  community,  a  climate  change  de- 
nialist. 

Unfortunately,  he  does  himself  a  great  dis- 
service by  using  a  glib,  taunting  school-boy 
voice  throughout  the  book  -  as  he  did  dur- 
ing the  debate  -  and,  as  one  of  the  audience 
members  pointed  out  during  question  time, 
he  used  far  more  emotive,  aggressive  lan- 
guage than  the  environmentalist,  Jonathan 
Deal. 

Deal,  vilified  in  Vegter's  book,  has  learned 
his  lesson  and  spent  a  dignified  afternoon 
developing  a  passionate,  but  restrained  ar- 
gument, though  some  of  his  analysis  was 
without  reference.  He  argued  that  the  proc- 
ess for  lifting  the  moratorium  was  flawed; 
that  historically  South  Africa  has  a  lousy 
record  of  enforcing  safety  and  technical 
compliance;  that  associated  costs  to  track- 
ing will  burden  our  tax  base  rather  than  en- 
hance it  and  that  we  have  no  legislative  or 
regulatory  framework  to  govern  shale  gas 
mining.  He  also  reminded  us  that  the  ANC 
holds  an  indirect  stake  in  Shell  SA  market- 
ing and  the  downstream  refining  business. 

Other  members  of  the  audience  brought  up 
the  following: 

•    job  creation  and  studies  showing  renew- 
able energy  such  as  wind  and  solar  cre- 


ate more  and  more  sustainable  jobs; 

•  that  the  method  of  clearing  the  veld 
for  drill  sites  means  it  will  not  revege- 
tate  within  a  human  lifetime; 

•  sections  of  the  National  Environ- 
mental Management  Act  encouraging 
co-governance  by  the  public; 

•  new  large  gas  fields  off  the  coasts  of 
Mozambique  and  Tanzania  and  ques- 
tioning the  need  to  frack  the  Karoo; 

•  concern  that  neither  the  oil  and  gas 
companies  (with  their  history  of  poor 
governance  and  billions  spent  on  ex- 
empting themselves  from  environ- 
mental checks)  nor  our  increasingly 
corrupt  government  (unable  to  deliver 
text  books  or  demonstrate  the  will  to 
monitor  companies  in  which  the  ruling 
party  has  an  indirect  financial  stake) 
can  state  unequivocally  that  they  will 
be  able  to  mitigate  risks; 

•  that  the  oil  and  gas  companies  should 
establish  significant  funds  held  in  es- 
crow to  repair  damage  caused  by  their 
activities  and  compensate  residents 

"What's  the  rush?"  is  the  question  rational 
people  and  the  1500  or  so  of  our  area 
farmers  tagged  in  the  Falcon  Block  might 
like  to  know.  Universities,  scientists  of  all 
kinds,  legislators  and  regulators  have 
quite  a  bit  to  do  before  we  understand  the 
way  hydraulic  fracturing  will  affect  South 
Africa.  In  one  year,  the  EPA  will  be  re- 
leasing its  comprehensive  study  and  even 
Minister  of  Science  &  Technology,  Derek 
Hannekom,  has  now  called  for  local  inde- 
pendent assessment.  We  can  wait.  If  we 
don't  get  our  ducks  in  a  row  first,  the  poor 
ducks,  along  with  our  scarce  water  sup- 
plies and  rare  ecology  will  replace  the 
metaphoric  canary  in  the  coalmine.

I  n  Sunday  morning  1 1  November  a 
happy  tranquillity  found  those  for- 
tunate enough  to  be  part  of  the  conversa- 
tion between  local  artist  JP  Meyer  and 
author,  Anthony  Osier,  a  Zen  practitio- 
ner, scholar  and  former  Zen  monk.  The 
conversation,  held  at  Lah-di-dah  which 
served  a  great  vegetarian  breakfast,  was 
part  of  Prince  Albert's  first  ever  Reading 
Festival.

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Truth  is  Stranger  than  Fiction

At  this  time  of  the  year,  bookshops  do 
a  roaring  trade.  On  the  shelves  you 
find  countless  spy  thrillers  in  which  dash- 
ing, brave  and  handsome  agents  save  the 
world  from  nuclear  and  other  disasters. 
Oodles  of  money,  fast  cars,  loose  women 
and  exotic  locations  really  appeal  to  the 
tastes  of  middle-aged,  balding  suburban 
husbands  with  stomachs  rounded  by 
Christmas  cheer. 


We  in  Prince  Albert  had  the  good  fortune  of 
hearing  a  real  spy,  Maritz  Spaarwater  talk 
about  his  memoir,  A  Spook's  Progress,  with 
David  Welsh,  retired  professor  of  political 
studies,  during  the  first  book  festival  in  our 
town.  Welsh  is  a  respected  commentator 
and  author  of  books  on  South  African  con- 
temporary politics.  His  most  recent  is  The 
Rise  and  Fall  of  Apartheid. 

Spaarwater  first  worked  for  South  Africa's 
Military  Intelligence  and  later  for  National 
Intelligence.  In  the  late  1980s,  he  was 
among  the  first  to  start  official  discussions 
overseas  with  the  exiled  leadership  of  the 
ANC  and  he  was  involved  in  the  negotia- 
tions that  led  to  the  1994  election. 

Welsh  commented  that  Spaarwater  had 
written  an  interesting  and  well-researched 
book  but  that  it  depicted  a  job  that  was  far 
removed  from  the  exciting  spy  novels  one 
reads.  The  truth  that  emerged  during  the 
discussion  was  that  real  spies  mostly  live 
careful  and  methodical  lives  sifting  through 
endless  newspapers,  reports  and  other  docu- 
ments  to   help   their  governments   predict 


trends  in  their  societies  and  further  abroad 
and  to  advise  what  can  be  done  to  best 
benefit  their  country. 

In  a  frank  discussion,  Spaarwater  de- 
scribed the  relationship  between  intelli- 
gence agents  and  their  political  masters 
and  talked  about  the  behind-the-scenes 
role  he  and  his  colleagues  played  in  facili- 
tating the  transition  from  apartheid  to 
democracy. 

A  Spook's  Progress  plays  out  in  a  range 
of  locations,  from  army  bases  in  Namibia 
to  the  NIS  offices  in  Pretoria,  from  the 
dusty  streets  of  Freetown  to  the  luxury  of 
Geneva.  At  times  serious,  at  times  ironic 
and  satirical,  A  Spook's  Progress  is  a  fas- 
cinating and  frank  account  of  an  intelli- 
gence agent's  life  and  work,  and  his  shift 
from  making  war  to  making  peace. 

Threaded  through  the  narrative  are  en- 
counters with  people  such  as  Sam  Nu- 
joma,  Kenneth  Kaunda,  Niel  Barnard, 
Roelf  Meyer,  Chris  Hani,  Thabo  Mbeki 
and  Jacob  Zuma.

riter  Sydda  Essop  was  hosted, 
rather  appropriately,  during  the 
Leesfees  by  Bokkie  Botha  at  his  restaurant 
The  Olive  Branch.  Bokkie  is  featured  in 
her  new  book  Karoo  Kitchen/Karoo  Kom- 
buis,  as  is  Hendry  Olivier,  The  Olive 
Branch 's  baker  and  sommelier. 

Much  more  than  just  a  recipe  book  Karoo 
Kitchen  (which  is  published  in  both  Eng- 
lish and  Afrikaans)  is  rich  in  a  variety  of 
Karoo  cuisine  and  an  inspiring  journey  of 


discovery,  heritage  and  the  human  spirit. 

Sydda  spoke  of  growing  up  in  Beaufort 
West  and  being  encouraged  to  read  by  her 
parents.  Her  father  told  her,  "If  you  can  read, 
you  can  dream,  if  you  can  dream,  you  can  go 
places."  Years  later  as  a  businesswomen  and 
gender  activist  in  the  Karoo  she  became 
intrigued  by  the  role  food  played  in  people's 
lives...  how  it  could  bring  people  closer  to- 
gether. She  also  wanted  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
Karoo's  diverse  food  traditions,  some  of 
which  are  dying  out.  So  about  five  years 
ago,  she  sold  up  everything,  bought  a  bakkie 
and  set  out  on  a  journey,  which  resulted  in 
Karoo  Kitchen/Karoo  Kombuis. 

Throughout  her  travels  and  her  research, 
Sydda  remembered  the  advice  Cecyl  Esau, 
her  mentor,  gave  her:  "You  are  recording  a 
cultural  history.  Open  your  mind.  Listen  to 
and  respect  people."  She  recalled  the  re- 
markable people,  strong,  hardworking 
women  -  voorvatvroue  -  in  particular,  whom 
she  encountered  and  whose  stories  and  reci- 
pes she  recorded.  She  referred  to  the  em- 
powerment  projects    of  the   Vroue   Land- 


bouevereniging  in  Murraysburg  and  Oom 
Stoffel  Koopman  of  Hopetown,  who  had 
been  discharged  from  the  army  after 
World  War  II  with  a  bicycle  and  £20. 
"This  is  a  reconciling  book.  And  I  have 
benefited  from  writing  it,"  Sydda  said 
with  humility. 

Covering  the  great  distances  of  the  Karoo 
to  interview  its  inhabitants  was  one  of 
Sydda's  challenges.  The  other  was  decid- 
ing who  and  which  recipes  to  leave  out  of 
the  book.  She  included  78  cooks  and  heal- 
ers from  the  hundreds  she  interviewed. 

Sydda's  discussion  of  her  book  was  ac- 
companied by  delicious  snacks,  tarts  and 
tea  made  by  Bokkie's  staff  from  Karoo 
Kitchen  recipes.  Auntie  Meraai's  chicken 
pie,  Hendry's  bread  sticks,  Amina  Essop's 
mashed  aubergine  in  yoghurt,  Dilly  Trol- 
lip's  lemon  syrup  and  Horiya  Mohamed's 
Shaah  (Somalian  tea)  among  them. 

This  gentle,  inspiring  and  uplifting  event 
was  an  appropriate  way  to  end  the  Lees- 
fees on  Sunday  morning,  1 1  November 
2012.

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Minister  Meyer  Praises  Prince  Albert's  Museum

Western  Cape  Minister  for  Cultural 
Affairs  and  Sport,  Dr  Ivan  Meyer, 
spent  a  busy  day  in  Prince  Albert  on  Mon- 
day, 19  November  2012.  He  discussed  con- 
crete measures  with  the  Municipality  to 
promote  sport,  assessed  sports  programmes 
that  are  already  in  place  and  visited  the 
Fransie  Pienaar  Museum  where  he  met  per- 
sonnel and  the  Control  Board. 


Dr  Meyer  described  the  Fransie  Pienaar 
Museum  as  a  "site  of  cultural  warmth  in 
action."  He  had  high  praise  for  the  Mu- 
seum's efforts,  through  its  exhibitions  and 
in  spite  of  limited  resources,  to  reflect  the 
rich  heritage  of  the  town  and  to  bring  the 
community  together.  He  also  commended 
the  Museum's  contribution  to  cultural  tour- 
ism. The  Minister  described  Christeline 
Esterhuizen  and  Melony  Moos,  the  two 
interns  who  are  sponsored  by  the  Depart- 
ment as  "very  energetic"  and  was  im- 
pressed by  their  involvement  in  community 
projects  outside  of  their  work  at  the  Mu- 
seum. 

Following  his  meeting  with  the  Museum's 
Control  Board  and  personnel,  Dr  Meyer 
committed  his  Department  to  working  with 
the  Museum  to  conserve  the  heritage  of  Jan 
Schoeman  ("Outa  Lappies").  One  idea  was 
the  development  of  a  travelling  exhibition 
of  Schoeman's  work. 

Minister  Meyer  and  his  delegation  visited 
the  MOD  Centre  at  Prince  Albert  Primer. 
MOD  -  Mass  Participation,  Opportunity 
and  Access,  Development  and  Growth  -  is 
an  after-school  sports  and  recreation  pro- 
gramme that  was  initiated  several  years  ago 


by  the  Western  Cape  government  when 
the  National  Department  of  Education  did 
away  with  Physical  Education  at  schools. 
The  Minister  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the 
programme  has  made  an  impact  in  Prince 
Albert  although  facilities  are  inadequate. 
Several  of  the  children  who  are  involved 
in  volleyball,  rugby,  netball  and  cricket 
have  been  selected  to  play  for  South 
Western  Districts  teams. 

Earlier  this  year,  Minister  Meyer  under- 
took to  promote  a  chess  revolution  in  the 
Western  Cape  and  ensure  that  all  schools 
and  libraries  are  stocked  with  chessboards. 
He  presented  Prince  Albert  Primer  with 
plastic  chessboards  and  pieces  that  can  be 
folded  up  and  used  anywhere.  Apart  from 
the  educational  and  practical  benefits 
chess  offers,  the  Minister  said:  "Playing 
chess  teaches  one  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing to  make  a  move,  of  realising  that 
every  move  you  make  has  consequences, 


and  to  know  that  only  you  are  responsible 
for  the  result  of  the  game,  of  whether  the 
game  is  won  of  lost.  Like  the  game  of 
chess,  your  life  has  to  have  a  game  plan." 

In  his  discussion  with  the  Mayor,  Cllr 
Goliath  Lottering  and  the  Municipal  Man- 
ager, Heinrich  Mettler,  Minister  Meyer 
stressed  the  need  for  the  Municipality  to 
draft  a  sports  plan  for  Prince  Albert.  "We 
need  to  know  where  they  are  taking 
sport,"  Daniel  Johnson,  the  Minister's 
spokesperson  told  the  Friend.  "The 
Municipality  has  received  R7  million  in 
Municipal  Infrastructure  Grant  (MIG) 
funding  to  develop  sports  facilities  which 
will  be  ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of 
December." 

The  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  and 
Sport  also  runs  a  club  development  pro- 
gramme. Sports  clubs  are  assisted  over  a 
three-year  cycle  through  the  provision  of 
administrative  training,  human  resource 
development,  funding  of  transport  and  of 
equipment. 

A  club  wanting  to  apply  to  be  part  of  the 
programme  must  meet  certain  criteria:  it 
must  be  able  to  show  that  it  wants  to  make 
a  difference  in  the  community,  is  well- 
managed  and  that  its  members  are  willing 
to  be  trained  and  earn  qualifications.  It 
must  have  a  constitution  and  have  both 
Senior  and  Junior  sections.  Cricket  and 
rugby  clubs  must  have  female  teams.  The 
Minister  invited  local  clubs  that  believe 
they  qualify  to  approach  his  Department.

This  important  meeting  was  held  at 
the  VGK  hall  on  the  evening  of 
22  November.  An  excellent  slide  pres- 
entation accompanied  speakers'  reports. 
A  comprehensive  Agenda  had  been 
printed  and  placed  on  each  chair,  there 
was  a  fine  public  address  system  and 
six  of  the  seven  councillors  were  there 


to  lend  support. 

Mayor  Lottering  started  proceedings  by 
thanking  everyone  for  making  the  effort 
to  attend.  The  four  Ward  Councillors 
were  introduced  along  with  their  commit- 
tees. This  helped  residents  to  identify  the 
community  members  to  whom  they  could

The  unfunded  mandates  that  fall  under 
its  auspices  are  the  library,  housing, 
primary  health  services  and  environ- 
mental health.

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Important  milestones 

Various  milestones  had  been  achieved 
from  limited  job  creation,  a  Govern- 
ance Action  Plan  and  the  annual  audit, 
to  the  opening  of  the  long  awaited  Thu- 
song  Centre  and  additional  sportsfields. 

On  the  cards  are  100  stands  in  Ward  2 
earmarked  for  gap  housing,  emergency 
housing  in  Bergsig  and  70  stands  in 
Wards  3  &  4,  a  paperless  administra- 
tion, improved  communication,  and  a 
strengthening  of  law  enforcement. 

Finance 

The  approved  operating  budget  for  the 
financial  year  2012/13  amounted  to 
R46.3  million,  of  which  R9  million 
included  capital  budget.  There  is  provi- 
sion for  a  subsidy  of  R2.6  million  for 
indigent  cases. 

The  Municipality's  income  is  R19.8 
million  plus  another  R24.5  million  that 
it  derives  from  government  grants.  The 
Council  is  putting  measures  in  place  to 
improve  traffic  revenue  that  is  currently 
underperforming. 

The  Council's  expenses  are  under  con- 
trol thanks  to  good  budget  management 
and  controls  that  are  strictly  enforced 

The  capital  projects  for  Municipal  In- 
frastructure Grants  (MIG)  are  well  un- 
derway and  should  be  completed  early 
next  year.  Implementing  these  projects 
sooner  than  usual  is  advantageous  to 
the  various  communities. 

Job-creation  projects  were  imple- 
mented in  July  2012  and  69%  of  the 
annual  R1.22  million  available  has 
been  spent.  An  amount  of  R945  050 
was  spent  on  indigent  subsidies  in  the 
first  four  months.  For  the  rest  of  the 
budget  year  the  Council  will  grant  sub- 
sidies to  those  who  qualify  according  to 
the  Council's  approved  policy. 

As  at  31  October  2012  the  Municipality 
was  owed  over  R7  million,  an  astonish- 
ing amount  that  is  real  cause  for  con- 
cern. The  Council  urged  all  consumers 


to  settle  their  utility  bills  or  to  make  ar- 
rangements to  do  so  by  means  of  instal- 
ments. The  Council,  it  was  said,  strives  to 
deliver  good  quality  services  to  its  com- 
munities, but  can  do  so  only  if  all  con- 
sumers observe  their  financial  obligations 
and  pay  their  utility  bills. 

The  monthly  charge  for  those  on  water- 
borne  sewage  is  R81.51  (VAT  included) 
and  for  those  requiring  a  monthly  draw 
the  charge  is  R91.20  (VAT  included) 
with  additional  draws  at  R57  (VAT  in- 
cluded). Charges  levied  include  drawings 
as  well  as  a  contribution  to  maintaining 
the  Sewage  Treatment  Works. 

The  Council  had  adjusted  the  electricity 
tariff  structure  of  circuit  breaker  sizes  to 
the  benefit  of  consumers.  In  the  past,  the 
circuit  breaker  size  had  not  taken  into 
account. 

Strategic  services 

Aurecon  SA  (Pty)  Ltd  has  been  appointed 
to  work  with  Prince  Albert  Municipality 
on  the  Spatial  Development  Framework 
(SDF),  and  meetings  will  be  held  in  all 
wards  to  get  the  community's  input  -  this 
project  is  funded  by  the  Department  of 
Rural  Development  and  Land  Reform. 

The  service  provider  has  already  been 
appointed  for  the  preparation  of  the  Local 
Economic  Development  Strategy  and 
workshops  will  take  place  in  February 
2013  in  all  wards  -  this  project  is  funded 
by  the  Department  of  Economic  Develop- 
ment. 

Housing  Plan  concepts  have  already  been 
drafted  by  the  Municipality  in  line  with 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing, and  have  been  submitted  to  the  Prov- 
ince for  comment.  The  public  participa- 
tion process  will  follow  once  this  is  ac- 
cepted by  Council. 

The  Local  Government  MEC's  comments 
on  the  town's  five-year  Integrated  Devel- 
opment Plan  (IDP)  had  been  received  and 
a  schedule  approved.  Intensive  commu- 
nity-based workshops  will  be  held  during 
February  and  March  2013  to  obtain  com- 
munity input  into  the  Area  Development 
Plans  for  each  ward. 


Community  services 

Explanations  of  the  terms  Rezoning, 
Subdivision,  Departure  and  Consent 
were  given.  And  the  good  news  was 
that  the  alien  cacti  on  Gordon's  Koppie 
are  to  be  cleared  in  collaboration  with 
Annix  at  the  beginning  of  December 
2012 

Technical  services 

Planned  upgrade  of  roads  has  already 
begun  with  about  lOOmetres  of  a  5m 
wide  ultra-thin  concrete  road  completed 
to  date.  The  sportfields  are  being  up- 
graded to  include  a  practice  field,  a 
130-seater  grandstand  and  a  1.8m  high 
fence  to  be  erected  between  the  field 
and  the  spectators  for  security  reasons. 

Recycling 

This  project  entails  the  operation  of  the 
existing  recycling  project,  as  well  as  the 
management  of  the  Landfill  Site  to 
comply  with  the  National  Environ- 
mental Management  Act.  This  will  help 
the  Municipality  to  capture  and  report 
on  material  entering  the  landfill  as  well 
as  the  material  that  is  recycled  on  the 
landfill  premises.  Subject  to  the  avail- 
ability of  funds,  Landfill  Wardens  will 
be  employed  to  monitor  and  operate  the 
landfill  site  to  ensure  effective  waste 
minimization  for  our  municipal  area. 

Service  delivery  issues 

Challenges  include  transportation  and  a 
lack  of  dedicated  staff  as  well  as  the 
following: 

•  Power  outages  occur  regularly  in 
certain  areas. 

•  Transformer  Assessment   -   formal 
survey  required 

•  Branches  of  trees  that  could  cause 
power  outages  are  to  be  removed. 

•  Problems  with  prepaid  meters  are 
not  resolved  quickly  enough 

•  Street  lights 

Questions  were  invited  from  the  audi- 
ence and  the  Mayor  brought  the  eve- 
ning to  a  close  by  thanking  everyone 
again  for  their  interest  and  support.

As  the  earth's  major  source  of  en- 
ergy the  sun  is  probably  the  best 
friend  we  ever  had.  Without  it  there 
could  be  no  life  on  planet  earth.  But  too 
much  sun  can  be  bad  for  us  and  is  the 
leading  cause  of  skin  cancer  today. 

So  protection  is  not  a  matter  to  be  taken 
lightly,  especially  here  in  the  Karoo, 
where  heat  is  intense  and  the  open  veld 
offers  little  shade.  And  because  most 
skin  cancers  begin  in  childhood,  it's 
important  that  children  learn  responsible 
'sun  protection  habits'  at  an  early  age. 
Better  still  is  for  us  adults  to  set  a  good 
example...  wear  a  hat  outside,  keep  a 
tube  of  sunblock  in  your  pocket,  and 
stay  out  of  the  sun  at  midday. 

It  is  the  ultraviolet  (UV)  rays  that  can  be 
the  most  dangerous,  because  we  can't 
see  them.  Consequently  we  are  often 
not  aware  of  burning  and  the  harm 
is  done  hours  before  we  actually  feel 


their  effects. 

Keratin  (a  protective  fibrous,  insoluble, 
protein  found  on  the  surface  of  the  skin) 
reflects  about  10%  of  those  dangerous 
UV  rays  before  they  can  penetrate  your 
skin.  They  bounce  off  the  keratin  in 
much  the  same  way  as  a  mirror  reflects 
light. 

But  keratin  alone  is  insufficient  protec- 
tion against  the  ravages  of  the  sun. 
Some  of  the  rays  that  manage  to  pass 
through  the  keratin  are  blocked,  scat- 
tered or  captured  by  the  skin's  second 
line  of  defence.  But  much  of  the  danger- 
ous UV  rays  penetrate  deeply,  with  80% 
or  more  of  it  being  trapped  in  the  cells 
of  the  skin...  and  this  is  where  the 
danger  lies. 

The  good  news  is  that,  usually,  the  skin 
can  repair  the  damage  itself  in  a  few 
days.  The  bad  news  is  that  invisible  cell 


damage  can  be  permanent.  The  sun's 
short-wave  ultraviolet  (UVB)  rays  are 
more  energetic  than  UVA  (long-wave) 
rays,  activating  the  production  of  mela- 
nin, often  the  cause  of  malignant  melano- 
mas. 

The  common  harmful  effects  of  UVA  are 
invisible  and  accumulate  over  the  years, 
first  appearing  in  the  early  20s  of  fair- 
skinned  people.  Certain  prescription 
medicines  (such  as  anti-diabetics,  anti- 
depressants, oral  contraceptives,  antibiot- 
ics, anti-histamines  and  diuretics)  can 
also  react  with  UVA  to  cause  sun  sensi- 
tivity. 

All  of  which  doesn't  mean  that  you 
shouldn't  enjoy  our  glorious  summer 
Karoo  days,  but  rather  that  you  should 
protect  yourself  and  your  family  against 
having  too  much  fun  in  the  sun.

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Father  Joseph  Mohr  sat  at  the  old  or- 
gan. His  fingers  stretched  over  the 
keys,  forming  the  notes  of  a  chord.  He 
took  a  deep  breath  and  pressed  down. 
Nothing.  He  lifted  his  fingers  and  tried 
again.  Silence  echoed  through  the  church. 

Father  Joseph  shook  his  head.  It  was  no 
use.  The  pipes  were  rusted,  the  bellows 
mildewed.  The  organ  had  been  wheezing 
and  growing  quieter  for  months,  and  Fa- 
ther Joseph  had  been  hoping  it  would  hold 
together  until  the  organ  builder  arrived  to 
repair  it  in  the  spring.

Moonlight  sparkled  off  the  snow-crusted 
trees  and  houses  in  the  village  of  Obern- 
dorf  Father  Joseph  crunched  through  the 
snowy  streets  to  the  edge  of  the  little  Aus- 
trian town  and  climbed  the  path  leading  up 
the  mountain. 

From  high  above  Oberndorf,  Father  Joseph 
watched  the  Salzach  River  ripple  past  St. 
Nicholas  Church.  Father  Joseph  looked  out 
over  the  Austrian  Alps.  Stars  shone  above 
in  the  still  and  silent  night. 

Silent  night?  Father  Joseph  stopped.  Of 
course!  "Silent  Night!"  He  had  written  a

poem  a  few  years  before,  when  he  had 
first  become  a  priest,  and  he  had  given 
it  that  very  title.  "Silent  Night." 

Father  Joseph  scrambled  down  the 
mountain.  Suddenly  he  knew  how  to 
bring  music  to  the  church. 

The  next  morning,  Father  Joseph  set 
out  on  another  walk.  This  time  he  car- 
ried his  poem.  And  this  time  he  knew 
exactly  where  he  was  going  —  to  see  his 
friend  Franz  Gruber,  the  organist  for  St 
Nicholas,  who  lived  in  the  next  village. 

Franz  Gruber  was  surprised  to  see  the 
priest  so  far  from  home  on  Christmas 
Eve,  and  even  more  surprised  when 
Father  Joseph  handed  him  the  poem. 

That  night  Father  Joseph  and  Franz 
Gruber  stood  at  the  altar  of  St  Nicholas 
Church.  Father  Joseph  held  his  guitar. 
He  could  see  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion giving  each  other  puzzled  looks. 
They  had  never  heard  a  guitar  played  in 
church  before,  and  certainly  not  during 
midnight  mass  on  Christmas  Eve,  the 
holiest  night  of  the  year. 

Father  Joseph  picked  out  a  few  notes  on 
the  guitar,  and  he  and  Franz  Gruber 
began  to  sing.  Their  two  voices  rang 
out,  joined  by  the  church  choir  on  the 
chorus.  Franz  Gruber's  melody  matched 
the  simplicity  and  honesty  of  Father 
Joseph's  words. 

When  the  last  notes  faded  into  the 
night,  the  congregation  remained  still 
for  a  moment,  then  began  to  clap  their 
hands.  Applause  filled  the  church.  The 
villagers  of  Oberndorf  loved  the  song! 
Father  Joseph's  plan  to  bring  music  to 
St  Nicholas  Church  had  worked. 

A  few  months  later,  the  organ  builder 
arrived  in  Oberndorf  and  found  the 
words  and  music  to  "Silent  Night"  lying 
on  the  organ.  The  song  enchanted  him, 
and  when  he  left,  he  took  a  copy  of  it 
with  him. 

The  organ  builder  gave  the  song  to  two 
families  of  travelling  singers  who  lived 
near  his  home.  The  travelling  singers 


performed  "Silent  Night"  in  concerts  all 
over  Europe,  and  soon  the  song  spread 
throughout  the  world. 

Today,  cathedral  choirs  and  carollers  from 
New  York  to  New  Zealand  to  South  Africa 
sing  the  simple  song  that  was  first  played 
in  a  mountain  church  in  Austria  on  Christ- 
mas Eve  nearly  200  years  ago.

Prince  Albert  se  Munisipaliteit  besit, 
bestuur  en  hou  'n  groot  aantal  bates 
in  stand.  Dit  sluit  vervoernetwerke,  riool- 
afhaalsisteme,  inligtingstegnologie- 
sisteme  (IT),  voertuig-  en  toerustingvlo- 
te,  parke  en  gemeenskapsfasiliteite  soos 
biblioteke  en  die  museum  in. 

Laasgenoemde  is  van  besondere  belang 
vir  die  Vereniging  omdat  dit  aan  ons  le- 
de,  en  aan  die  wyer  gemeenskap,  'n  be- 
sonder  belangrike  opvoedingsgeleentheid 
bied.  Daar  is  egter  ook  'n  raaisel  hierin 
opgesluit,  want  terwyl  die  geboue  die 
Munisipaliteit  se  eiendom  is,  behoort  die 
dienste  aan  die  Provinsie.  So,  byvoor- 
beeld,  val  probleme  met  die  biblioteek  se 
rekenaarsisteem,  buite  die  Munisipaliteit 
sejurisdiksie. 

We  thought  ratepayers  would  be  inter- 
ested to  know  how  this  division  of  re- 
sponsibilities came  about.  Take  the  li- 
brary for  instance. 

It  was  founded  in  1862  and  is  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  Western  Cape.  The  building 
that  housed,  and  still  houses,  the  library 
was  bought  with  donations.  The  purchase 
of  books  was  subsidised  and  the  library 
was  allowed  to  buy  four  new  books  per 
quarter. 

In  1957  the  Municipality  took  over  the 
library  -  and  its  then  collection  of  2  600 
books  -  for  the  princely  sum  of  £250. 

Reinie  Smit,  our  popular  librarian  with  20 
years'  service  to  her  credit  tells  us,  "The 
library  is  founded  on  the  principle  of  con- 
stant progress,  improvement  and  updat- 
ing." There  are  regular  new  displays, 
monthly  themes  and  recently  a  whole 
new  arrangement  of  shelving  for  the 
ever-growing  collection  of  books.  There 
are  approximately  15  000  Provincial 
books  and  1  800  donated  by  the  public. 
There  are  also  magazines,  newspapers, 


audio  books,  CDs,  DVDs  and  artwork. 

All  the  contents  and  equipment,  including 
computers,  cabling,  etc.,  are  the  property  of 
the  Western  Cape  Library  Service.  The 
building  itself  belongs  to  the  Municipality, 
which  is  responsible  for  its  maintenance.

350  boeke  in  die  maand  uitgeleen  is!

Onlangs  is  'n  opname  van  behoeftes  gedoen

Die  andersins  vreedsame  Wes-Kaap 
is  sedert  5  November  2012  geruk 
deur  die  gewelddadige  betogings  wat  in 
De  Dooms  begin  het  en  later  uitgebrei  het 
na  ander  areas  in  die  provinsie.  Die  rede 
was,  volgens  die  media,  die  minimum 
lone  van  die  plaaswerkers.  Ironies  ge- 
noeg  het  die  betogings  en  geweld  in  pre- 
sies  die  area  begin  waar  boere  in  2000,  uit 
eie  inisiatief,  begin  het  om  erkenning  aan 
hul  plaaswerkers  te  gee  met  die  Plaaswer- 
ker  van  die  Jaar-kompetisie. 

Die  afgelope  paar  jaar  was  daar  voorvalle 
van  beskuldigings  teen  boere  in  die  Wes- 
Kaap.  Elke  geval  was  ondersoek  en  in  die 
meeste  gevalle  was  die  feite  nie  korrek 
nie  of  onwetenskaplik.  Die  aantygings 
kon  nie  bewys  word.  Waar  wel  probleme 
was,  is  dit  onmiddellik  reggestel.  Die 
minister  van  Landbou,  Gerrit  van  Rens- 
burg,  het  baie  sterk  gevoelens  dat  omstan- 
dighede  binne  die  landboubedryf  reg  moet 
verloop. 

Die  landbousektor  neem  met  erns  kennis 
van  wat  in  die  media  gepropageer  is,  so- 
wel  as  wat  plaaswerkers  persoonlik  aan 
hul  werkgewers  meedeel.  Agri  SA  het 
ook  erken  dat  Landbou,,  soos  enige  ander 
besigheid,  nie  sonder  probleme  is  nie. 
Die  minimumloon  is  deur  die  staat  vasge- 
stel  en  daar  is  landbouers  wat  reeds  meer 
as  dit  betaal.  Ongelukkig  kan  nie  alle 
boere  hoe  lone  bekostig  nie,  vanwee  die 
winsgrense  van  die  onderskeie  landbou- 
afdelings.  Die  staat  stel  dus  'n  riglyn,  wat 
boere  getrou  nakom.  Arbeidswetge- 
wingstoepassing  is  baie  streng,  dus  kan 
boere  nie  sommer  wegkom  met  die  beta- 
ling  van  onder  die  minimumloon  nie. 
Boere  kan  ook  vrystelling  vra  om  werkers 
minder  as  die  minimumloon  te  betaal. 
Niemand  doen  dit  egter  nie  aangesien  die 
landbou  besef  dat  die  werker  ook  moet 
leef.  Getroue,  harde  werkers  verdien  in 
die  Sentraal-Karoo  ook  meer  as  die  mini- 
mumloon. 

By  die  vergadering  in  Worcester  verlede 
week  is  boere  gevra  om  'n  minimumloon 
aan  te  bied.  Landbou  het  geweier:  hoe 
kan  iemand  'n  loon  aanbied  terwyl  daar 
gese  word:  "dis  die  bedrag  of  jou  eien- 
dom  word  beskadig"?  Dit  is  glad  nie  "n 
vreedsame  demokratiese  proses  as  Land- 
bou gedreig  word  indien  hulle  nie  aan  die 


versoek  sou  voldoen  nie.  Die  versoek  van 
die  landbouers  was  dat  die  Departement 
ondersoek  moet  instel  na  die  winsge- 
wendheid  van  landbou  en  dan  'n  loon  vas- 
stel.  'n  Volhoubare  minimumloon  kan  net 
vasgestel  word  nadat  die  winsgewendheid 
van  die  landbou  bepaal,  en  die  effek  daar- 
van  op  Landbou  en  werkverskaffing  be- 
paal is.  Landbou  is  'n  besigheid  en  be- 
hoort  nie  anders  as  enige  ander  besigheid 
benader  te  word  nie.  Tans  is  dubbele 
maatstawwe  die  norm  in  hierdie  verband. 

Ook  die  Karoo-boere  waardeer  hul  plaas- 
werkers en  streef  daarna  om  aan  hul  die 
beste  moontlike  werksomstandighede 
sowel  as  byvoordele  te  verskaf.  Die  land- 
bou is  een  van  die  grootste  werkverskaf- 
fers  in  landelike  gebiede.

Die  plaaswerker  se 
inkomste  het  egter  gegroei  oor  dieselfde 
tydperk. 

Gewelddadige  optrede  en  gepaardgaande 
skade,  soos  onlangs  in  die  Wes-Kaap  be- 
leef,  noodsaak  plaaseienaars  om  hulself, 
hul  eiendom  en  hul  plaaswerkers  te  be- 
skerm.  Die  voorsitter  van  Agri  Wes- 
Kaap  het  boere  ook  versoek  om  hulself  te 
gaan  beveilig. 

Oplossings  kan  slegs  gevind  word  deur 
middel  van  goeie  menseverhoudings,  ge- 
skoei  op  respek  vir  mekaar  se  omstandig- 
hede  en  insig  in  die  effek  van  vernietiging 
van  infrastruktuur  en  produkte  binne  die 
Landboubedryf. 

Programme  vir  plaaswerkers  wat  fokus  op 
vaardigheidsontwikkeling,  lewensvaardig- 
hede,  toegang  tot  dienste  en  persoonlike 
ontwikkeling  vind  slegs  in  die  Wes-Kaap 
plaas.  AGRIREAP  is  onder  die  aanvoe- 
ring  van  wyle  Jacolise  Botes  gestig  vir  die 
plaasgemeenskappe  van  Prince  Albert, 
Klaarstroom,  Merweville,  Laingsburg, 
Vleiland  en  Leeu-Gamka.  AGRIREAP 
fokus  daarop  om  die  werknemers 
(plaaswerkers)  binne  hul  werksopset  te 
ondersteun,  te  help  en  te  bemagtig.  Ty- 
dens  me  Botes  se  navorsing  vir  haar 
Meestersgraad  het  plaaswerkers  versoek 
dat  hul  dieselfde  dienste  as  mense  op  die 
dorpe  wil  he  (bv.  toegang  tot  mediese 
dienste,    berading,    hulpverlening)    asook 


vervoer  na  die  naaste  dorp.  Plaaswerkers  in 
die  Sentraal-Karoo  wil  graag  op  die  plase 
woon  en  hul  kinders  daar  grootmaak,  het  uit 
die  navorsing  gespruit.  Hul  het  nie  oor  hul 
lone  gekla  nie.
